lenge to all mankind and a warfare 
against all nations, the President 
declared that neutrality no longer 
was feasible or desirable where the 
peace of the world was involved; 
that armed neutrality had become 
ineffectual enough at best and was 
likely to produce what it was meant 
to prevent and urged that Congress 
accept the gage of battle with all 
the resources of the nation. 

"I advise that the Congress de- 
clare the recent course of the Im- 
j perinl German government to be in 
fact nothing less than wur fgjHfH 
the government and people of the 
United States," said the President; 
"that it formally accept the status 
of belligerent which has thus been 
thrust upon it and that it take 
steps not only to put the country in 
a more thorough s.tate of defence 
but also to exert all its powers and 
employ all its resources to bring 
the government of the German em- 
pire to terms and end the war."

GOVERNMENT PLANS TO CON- 
SCRIPT INCOMES OVER $100,000 

The administration has under 
consideration plans for a new reve- 
nue net conscripting all personal 
incomes in excess of $100,000 a 
year during the period of war with 
| Germany. 

It is "estimated that such a law 
combined with the increased super- 
tax on other large incomes would 
produce between $2,000,000,000 and 
$3,000,000,000 a year, which the 
administration believes would be 
adequate for the necessities of the 
country. 

The plan, in addition to confis- 
cating the excess of incomes over 
I $100,000, calls for drastic increases 
! in the tax rates on incomes under 
: that amount, ranging from 5 per 
J cent, on the smaller ones to 50 ftt 
cent, on the larger ones between 
$f)<).()00 and $100,000 a year, and 
heavy taxes on corporation income-. 

The piupo-e aj ~u«-h a law it is 
stated, is to have wealth bear its 
-hare of the war hurden along 
with labor. 

The advantage- of the law, in the 
opinion of its .-ponsoi-, would be 
many fold. In the first place, it 
would kill the cry that war was be- 
ing waged in the interest of the 
| immensely rich, for it would wipe 
| out the profits heretofore derived 
I from war. In the second place, it

"Unification of Regulation Is Essential." 
A Complete, Harmonious, Conaiatent 
and Related 8yatem Needed— Federal 
Incorporation of Railroads by Gener- 
al Law Favored. 

Washington. March 20.— Responsibil- 
ity for the rallwny development of the 
country, for providing necessary trans- 
porta t Ion facilities to care for the grow- 
ing business and population of the 
country, now rests largely with con- 
gress and not entirely with the rail 
road managers. This was the state- 
ment of Judge ltol>ert S. tovett. chair- 
man of the executive committee of the 
Union Pacific system, to the Ncwlands 
Jobit congressional committee when 
that body resumed its Inquiry Into 
the subject of railroad regulation this 
week. 

lu making this statement of the 

changed conditions of the railroad sit- 
uation Judge I.ovett undoubtedly had 
in mind the dcewlon of the supreme 
court on the Adamsou law, banded 
down last weeU. which establishes the 
right of the federal government to fix 
railroad wa«es and to prevent strikes. 
This decision is regarded by railroad 
men nod lawyers ns marking nn epoch 
hi the development of transportation 
In the Cnited States. 

"We have our share of responsibil- 
ity," said Judge I.ovett, "but It rests 
primarily on congress. When the gov- 
ernment regulates l lie rates and the 
fesanctal a da oi n l atr a Umi of the rail- 
roads, the borrowing of money and the 
Issuance of securities It relieves the 
railroad othcers of the responsibility of 
providing and developing transporta- 
tion systems, except within the limits 
of the revenue that can be realized from 
such rates and under such restrictions. 

"For a country such as ours, for a 
people situated as we are, to blunder 
along with a series of unrelated. Incon- 
sistent, coullicting statutes enacted by 
different states without relutlon to 
I each Other, instead of providing a com- 
i plete and carefully studied and pre- 
| pared system of regulation for a busi- 
ness that is so vitul to the life of the 
ualion. Is worse than folly." 
j lie summed up the present problems 

lows: 

j First.-'ihe multiplicity of regulu 
(ions by the several states with respect 
to the issue of securities, Uivolvlng de- 

1 lays and coullicting stute policies gen- 
erally dangerous and possibly 
t ro us. 

Second.— The state regulation of 
rutes lu such u manner as to unduly 
re.luco revenues, to discriminate in fii 
I vor of localities and shippers within 
its own borders us against localities 
and shippers lu other stutes and to dis- 
turb and dlsarrun«e the structure of 
interstate rates. 

Tblrd.-The Inability of the Inter 
state Commerce Commission, whoever 
the commissioners may be, to perform 
the vast duties devolving upon It un- 
der existing laws, resulting in delay— 
which should never occur in coiumer 
elal matters— and compelling the com- 
missioners to accept the conclusions of 
their employees as final hi deciding 
mutters of great importance to the 
commercial and railroad interests of 
the country. 

Fourth.— The practical legality that 
has been accorded conspiracies to tie 
up and suspend the operation of the 
railroads of the country by strikea and 
violence and the absence of any law 
to compel the settlement of such dis- 
putes by arbitration or other Judicial 
means, as all other Issues between citi- 
zens In civilized states are to be set- 
tled. 

Fifth.— The phenomenal Increaae In 
the taxation of railroads in recent 
yea re. 

Sixth— The cumulative effect of 
these conditions upon the investing 
public, to which railroad companies 
must look for the capital uecessury to 
continue development 

"We believe that the unification of 
regulation is essential," said Judge 
Lovett, "and that with the rapid In- 
creaae of stute commissions lu recent 
veins congress will in time be com- 
pelled to exercise its power hi the 
premises. To unify regulation there 
should be a complete, harmonious, con 
slstent aud related system.

This 
course was t.iken nt the earnest insistence of R*q. Dun Welch, himself n 
c.ipHble farmer nnd stockman, who realises the great damage done nn- 
nnully hy the mnny homeless and worthless dog* in the county. A* t,. the 
lot* occasioned by dogs, we quote the following: 

"In an address to a meeting- of farmer*, Mr. Perkins nwked why 
sheep were disappearing from the farms of New York State. The answer 
was Dog*/ This j» the same reply most farmers will give when a«ked 
why they do not raise sheep. In view of our meat shortage, the question 
cf its disappearance becomes of wide-spread interest. In many states 
dogs outnumbered the sheep. Secretary Coburn, of Kansas, said in 1010 
that Kansas had 175,000 sheep and 100,000 dogs. Presumably, nx>-t of 
the latter were as useless us the dogs of Constantinople. One unfortunntc 
feature is that while the dog family is on the increase the sheep are de- 
creasing. On the first of Januury of this year sheep in the I'nited States 
rumbered 48,483,000 against 52,448.000 in 1910. This is a loss of nearly 
8 per cent without taking- into consideration our increase in population. 
In 1003 we had nearly (14,0(10.000. Five years ago New York State hod 
011,000 head, and today but 840.000. Sheep-killing dogs and cooimerce 
destroying- submarines belong to the same class :<n 1 deserve the same 
treatment. Offensive and def: r.-ive i.iensures are necessary against b< th."

that light. 

President Wilson's appearance 
before Congress was marked by a 
scene of the greatest enthusiasm 
ever .shown since he began the prac- 
tice of delivering his addresses in 
person. Crowds on the outside of 
the eapitol cheered him frantically 
as he entered and as he left. Con- 
gress roared cheer and cheer in an 
outburst of patriotic enthusiasm. 

From the galleries, the only mem- 
bers who appeared not to be join- 
ing in the demonstration were some 
Si n.itors of the group which the 
President branded as "wilful men." 
who by preventing a vote on the 
armed neutrality blil, had made the 
"great government of the United 
Si. ile- contemptible." Chief Jus- 
tice White wns among those who 
cheered loudly and there was no 
division of spirit between Republi- 
cans and Democrats. 

Denunciation is Unmeasured 

Referring only briefly to the long 
diplomatic correspondence with 
(liminiiy, in his efforts to bring her 
back to the bounds of the laws of 
humanity and nations, the President 
launched into his denunciation of 
the course of the (lermnn govern- 
ment which he declared had forced 
the I'nited States to become a bel- 
ligerent. 

"The wrongs again.st which we 
are now to arm ourselves," he. said, 
"are no common wrongs. They cut 
to the very roots of human life." 

Disclaiming any quarrel with the 
(Icrmim penpif and anv thing but a 
feeling of friendship and sympathy 
for them, the President declared 
their government had not acted up- 
on their impulses in entering the 
war nor with their previous know- 
ledge or approval. 

"It was a war," he «aid, "deter- 
mined upon as wars used to be de- 
termined in the old unhappy days 
when people were nowhere consult- 
ed by their rulers nnd wars were 
provoked and waged in the inter- 
ests of dynasties or of little groups 
of ambitious men who were tempted 
to use their fellowmen as pawns 
and tools." 

In scathing terms the President 
referred to German plots agninst 
the United States. 

'One of the things that has serv- 
ed to convince oa that the Prussian 
autocracy was not, and never could 
be. our friend, is that from the very 
outset of the present war it has 
filled our unsuspecting communities 
and even our offices of government 
with spies und set criminal intrigues 
everywhere ufoot against our na- 
tional unity of council, our peace 
within and without, our industries 
und our commerce." 

The president reached the capltol I ' 
about 8:40. As his big motor swung ' 
around before the east front of the 
big building two troops of the second 
regular cavalry on guard, sabers 
glittering under the arc light, swept 
the plitaa clear while the hundreds 
of onlookers cheered. He was taken 
immediately to the speaker's room 
and then into the House chamber, 
where the Senators were Just filing 
in. Six members of the Supreme 
Court who had taken seats in front 
of the speaker's stand, stood and 
faced about. 

The President entered amid deaf- 
ening cheers. Never had he been 
greeted as h was Monday night. Both 
sides Joined with a will. It was no- 
ticed that Senators La Kollette 
Stone and Cummins, who helped de- 
feat the armed neutrality bill in the 
last session, did not Join in the ap- 
plause. Senator La Follette stood 
with arms crossed and head sunk 
over his chest. Senator Lane, an- 
other of the group, applauded mildly, 
and Senator Kenyon more vigorous- ! J 
ly. The President began bis address , 
as soon as quiet was restored. He j * 
spoke slowly at first, then faster J 
than usual, is voice was clear aud t 
grew stronger as he proceeded. 

It was a very serious and quiet < J 
audience. Not until the President 1 » 
declared "we will not choose the i ' 
task of submission," did his auditors ' 
applaud. Thosa words drew shout- i 
lng and haudclapplng. No attempt J 
was made by Speaker Clark to curb , 
it. Scarcely had the sounds of thts!# 
demonstration died away when the J 
President declared that the Congress J 
should declare that a state of war t 
existed, and a second demonstration J 
began. Representative Caldwell, of $ 
New York, lirst rose to his feet and * 
yelled.

INEVITABLE 

Every condition precedent to a 
formal declaration of war, as laid 
down by the President of the Unit- 
ed States, has been met by Ger- 
many. Nothing remains to be 
done except the formal assembling 
of Congress for the purpose of 
making the declaration legal under 
the Constitution. 

The President has set April lGth 
as the date for the reconvening of 
Congress. He may, in view of the 
extraordinary conditions prv'ipi- 
tated hy Germany, Mttflaw this 
dnte and hasten preparations to 
defend the rights of America 
against further aggressions by DM 
enemy. 

The gravity of the situation with 
which this country is now con- 
fronted cannot be overestimated. 
It must be met with calm courage 
and resolution, and with a con- 
RciousneM that before the curtain 
is rung down in the last act of the 
tragedy, events too far-reaching to 
be foreseen, disasters that mny 
make the whole Nation tremble, will 
befall us; and vet, sustained by 
the knowledge of the righieonsnVss 
of our cause, and supported by the 
patriotism, the genius and the re- 
sources of the greatest peoph on 
earth, we may look forward to a 
triumph that will make more glor- 
ious than ever the history of a flag 
that has never known defeat. 

Germany, apparently, has delib- 
erately invited war with the United 
States. The sinking of three Amer- 
ican .ships almost simultaneously 
and without warning, in the face 
of the announcement heretofore 
made by President Wilson and up- 
proved by Co nfrere and the Amori- 
cun people, can leud to no other 
conclusion than that these outrages 
were in bold defiance of the United 
State* and with full expectation of 
the consequences. Germany's pur- 
poses in this, her plan of campaign, 
can neither be understood nor an- 
ticipated. 

The people of this country must 
not be deceived by any assumption 
or false assurance-, that war with 
Germany is not a momentous un- 
dertaking, neither must they be too 
readv to accept the recent victories 
by the Allies, and the apparent re- 
treats of the German armies as 
evidences of an early end of the 
wur in Europe. This, it will 
probably be found, is merely a part 
of the German strategy in prepar- 
ation for a prolonged and stubborn 
defensive campaign against the 
spring assaults of the Allies. Short- 
ening of the frontal lines by Ger- 
many means conservation of men 
and supplies nnd greater powers 
both for resistance and attack. 

If, as anticipated by many lead- 
ing Americans, the United Slates 
must join hands with the Allies, the 
part that this country may be culled 



upon to play before peace is o> 

dared, cannot easily be imagined.
